Next, The An- 
ſwers given by George Whitchead, and ſome of his 
Brethren, and Sign'd by them, Thirdly, The Anſwers 
I kave faithfully and ſincerely colleed ont of the 
Printed Books of George Whitehead, William Penn, 
and John Whitchead, that ſhew the great Inconſijten- 
cy and Contradidion of their preſent late Anſwer to 
the expreſs Words and Sentiments of their Printed 
Books. The which Anſwers will alſo give a farther 
Account of their vile and pernicious Errors, oppoſite to 
ſome Fundamental Articles of the Chriſtian Faith. 
And here I would have the Reader to underſtand, 
That if theſe Men had by their late Anſwers contra- 
difted their former Sayings and Sentiments, from an 
ſincere Convition, and profeſſed Acknowledgment of the 
vile and groſs Errors boldly aſſerted by them in their 
Printed Books, I ſhould have been ſo far from charging 
of them with ne for their ſo doing , that [I 
ſhould have commended their Ingenuity. But they are 
ſo far from any ſuch Acknowledgment , that in their 
late Anſwer they _ to the Anſwer given by theme 
in Publick, to the Objetions made againſt them 
in Publick: Now it is plain, that by their Efeer made 
in Publick, they mean their Anſwer and Do@rine, 
Sayings and Sentiment; —_— in their Printed — p 
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ſo far are they from Proſelſeng or owning any real Con- 
vidction they are under of their former vile Errors, 
Though it is not improbable that ſome of them, and 
particularly George Whitehead, hath ſome contrary 
Apprehenſions and Sentiments in divers of theſe weigh. 
ty Matters, to what he hath formerly, with great Con- 
fidence aſſerted in Print ; as not only being his own 
Principles, but the Quakers Principles. (1 ho I thank 
God, thoſe Vile Errors aſſerted by him in divers of his 
Printed Books , and particularly in that moſt Anti- 
chriſtian Book, call'd, The Light and Lite of Chriſt 
within , &*c. in Anſwer to Wilham Burnet 5 and 
which he calls the Quaker's Principles, were never my 
Principles 5 and in Charity I am apt to believe, nor 
the Principles of divers others that have with me, 
gone under that Deſignation. ) But it is cafie to appre- 
hend the Reaſons why, on ſuppoſttion that George 
\Whitchcad, ard ſome other leading Men among them, 
have chang d their Sentiments of latter tines to what 
they forizerly Printed, yet they are not ſo ſincere as to 
own it, and to retract in Publick their Errors expos 
im Publick, even leſt ſuch RetraTion. or Corredion 
ſhould leſſen and abate their Honour and Fſteem among 
their too credulous Followers an4 Admirers , who with- 
out «1 doubt have taken things too much on Truſt 
from them, and ſuffer d themſelves to be too much 
influences and led by them into the ſame Errors, as 
1 have found by ſa4 Experience, how too many of 
them are guilty of the ſame Errors with their Leaders, 
And George Whitehead, an4 ſome others ſo highly 
pretending to the infallible Teachings and Leadings of 
the Spirit, both in what they have Preached and Print- 
e4: they lovine the Praiſe of Men, and ſeeking the 
Honour from below, ( Phariſee-like ) and not regarding 
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the Honour of God, nor the Danger of Souls by ws. 4 
wurtful Errors wherewith they have ar cg Thouſands. 
1f they ſhould Retra# or Corveit - what they have for- 
merly Printed, and is on publick Record, word ſeem 
ſo greatly to refle# on them, ana their high Preten- 
ces, that they will rather ſeek to uphold their Honour 
and Repute among their Followers, than Honour Gol, 
or reſcue Souls out F the Snare they have brought 
them into, by a free Acknowledgment and Retradion : 
But until they jo do, they can never have any true 
CharaFer among ſincere intelligent phe a who are 4c- 
quainted with their Books, but that they are great Hy- 
pocrites, And however in ſome things of weight, it 
i pojſuble that George Whitehead, and ſome others 
have chang 4 their Sentiments, yet 1 have no ground 
or reaſon to think otherwiſe, but as touching d1- 
vers weighty Matters of the Chriſtian Do@rine an4 
Faith, he and they are ſtill under great Blindneſs, 
Darkneſs, and Error : Which that they may be re- 
rover d from, and brought to a true Senſe, and ſincere 
Acknowledgment of, is my real and ſincere Defire. 
And though ſome of them, and particularly George 
Whitehead, rotwithſianding his pretended Smoothnejs 
at times, have ntter'd ot only moſt bitter and injuri- 
ous Speeches againſt me, but falſe and lying Prophecies, 
with a thus faith the Lord, yet I can traly ſay, 1 
never felt any thing either in my Month or Heart, 
to riſe againit any of them, to render thent Evil for 
Evil, Curſing for Curſing but Good for Evil, Bleſſing 
br Curſing ; knowing, that all ſancere Chriſtians are 
call'd not to Curſe, but to Bleſs ;, tho it hath been too 
familiar with them ſo to do to many others in this, 
as in other things, wreſting, and perverting, and miſ- 
applying ſome places of the Holy Scripture, which men- 
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tions the ſharp Words and Woes that Chriſt and fome 
of the Prophets and Apoſtles gave forth againſt ſuch 
as deſervd them. As if becanſe Chriſt, and the Pro- 
phets, and Apoſtles, did ſo Propheſie from an infallible 
Knowledge, that theſe Perſons againſt whom they ſo 
declared were guilty, and the Woes they pronounced 
were really Prophetical, that therefore they may do 
the like. But as the Gifts, and Miracles, and Torgues 
are not George Whitcheads attainment,, ſo nor has 
he any Ju Ground to profeſs ſuch an extraordinary 
Spirit of Diſcerning an Propheſie ( nor any at pre- 
ſent I know on Farth.) Although the infallible Teach- 
ines and Inſpirations of the Holy Spirit, I own with 
Wi; true ſincere Chriſtians, to teach us all Truth, and 
leal us into all Truth that concerns the Salvation 0 


our Souls, as the common and nniverſal Privilege of 


all the Faithful + but not that Men ſhould lay claim to 
ſuch extraordinary things, which they can give no ſa- 
tisfaor Evidence of; far leſs to pour ont bitter Cur- 
ſes, and Woes, and Propheſies againſt them who have 
deſert'd no ſuch things, But notwithſtanding his bit- 
ter Words, and falſe Prophefies againſt me, 1 have 
great Comfort that I feel the Blejjing of God upon me, 
and the Witneſs of his good Spirit in my Heart, 
ſealing to the Favour of God towards me, and his 
favourable accepting my Service, and publick Oppoſition 
to thoſe vile Errors, that not only too many in Ame- 
rica 4i4 hold, but George Whitehead, and other 
leading Men among the People call'd Quakers here 
in England, are as much guilty of and which by 
their unſound and hurtful Books, they have led then 
in America, and many others elſewhere, into.

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And here in the Cloſe of this Preface ani Intro- 
duQtion, I think fit to add that which commonly 
goeth for George Whitchead's Curſe he ſert to me 
in Writing, the ſame Day Month he and others 
geve out their Falſe and Onjuft Sexrtence of Excom- 
munication againſt' me ,' which by his means was 
gone abroad , '\and was'' clandeſtinely. handed' about 
againſt me , before I gave forth any Copy of it to 
any.

But becauſe we won'd not willingly take an 
Account of you only from your Adverſariesz no 
nor yet the Advantage which may be had from 
ſome of your own Apologilts. 

We have choſen this Solemn Time of your moſt 
General Aſſembly that you have mn the World, 
when there came of your Number out of all Parts, 
whcre any of your Profeſſion live, even as far as 
from the IWWeſt-Indies, on purpoſe to attend this 
your Yearly Meeting at London; we have choſen 
this moſt proper and convenient Opportunity for 
you to vindicate and clear your ſelves, and to 


give latisfaftion to the World, particularly to the 
B Church 


Seven Queries offer'd 
Church of England, as to theſe great and grievous 
Obj.ctions which are made againſt you, 

It t> ſaid of you, That as Hymenexs and Phile- 
tus ( 2 Tim. 2.18.) did conſtruc the ReſurreCtion 
Spiritually, ſaying that 1t was —_—_ Inwardly, 
within us, in our Souls; and fo avoided the Litc- 
ral and Qutward ReſurreCtion of the Body, which 
the Scripture calls overthrowing the Faith; ſo that 
vou do conſtrue the RefurreCtion in the ſame Spi- 
ritual Manner, To be the riſing again of Chriſt, 
or the Light in our Hearts, and conſequently that 
the Saints generally have attain'd the: ReſurreQtion 
already ; and that there will be no ReſurreCtion 
of thele our Bodies, after they lie down in the 
Duſt. 

And not only this, But that you conſtrue like- 
wiſe thoſe Scriptures which hific of our Lord 
Teſws Chriſt, in this Allegorical manner, to mcan 
no more than what you call the Light within ; 
and that this Chriſt, or Light, is Born, and Cruci- 
ticd, Dicd, is. Buried, Riſcs. again, Aſcends, and is 
Glority'd within-you, that it ſheds its Blood with. 
1a you, and thereby quenches the Wrath of God 
in you, as your Sacrifice or Propitjation 3 and that 
Chrijt has now no other: Blood or Body, than what 
he has within his Saint, or others than he had 
with his Father betore the World began. That 
the outward Blood of that Man Jeſus, which was 
{hed at Jernjalem, was..not the Propitiation, or a- 
oy, Satfaction to the Juſtice of God for our Sin, 
Buz only. the Spiritual Blood ſhed inwardly within 
us, 

And by theſe means, when you are ask'd, Whe- 
ther you bclieve in Chriſt, that he Dy'd for our = 
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Roſe again, and Aſcended ; That by his Blood we 
are ſav'd, .&c. You.can anſwer Yea, That you be- 
hieve all this 3 -and'yet mean it all in an Inwart 
and Allegorical Sence ; that is, The Blood ſhed 
within you , the Light , or Chriſt ſuffering within 
yau, &c. and thereby deceive others, and your 
ſelves, an4.keep your Meaning-hidden and double , 
that the Truth.of what you hold may not be known 3 
which, if in plain Terms told and aflerted, wou'd 
grate all Chriſtian Ears, and ſhew you to be thoſe 
miſerable Heraticks before-told , who brought in 
Damnable Dottrines, denying the Lord who bought 
them. 

Therefore, that you may clear your ſelves from 
this grievous Charge , you are deſfir'd to give a 
plain, poſitive, and direct Anſwer to theſe follow- 
ang Zueries, Your Reaſons or Explanations are 
not requir'd, this not being intended for a Diſpute 
but only your plain Tea and Way to each of theſe 
Series, that your Doctrine and Faith may be 
known.

near the Concluſion thereof, and therefore only read 
in the ſaid Meeting which not having any further 
Time to conſider the Comecnts thereot, or to give 
any particular Anſwer thereunto; it was by the faid 
Meeting left to a few to conſider and an{wer, as in 
the Fear of God, and Meckneſs of Wiſdom we 
ſhould fee Cauſe, Wherem we obſerve 1s noted, 
Great Objeftions have been made againſt Os, by 
thoſe who have departed from our Communion , as by 
others. 

To which we reply, That's True, and they have 
been anſwer'd, to which we retcrr. 

And we obſerve in the ſaid Paper its tad . We 
world net take an Account of you only jrom your 
Adverſarics, &c, and We have choſen this Solemn: 
Time; and again, And We have choſen this moit pro- 
per an4 convenient Opportunity, &c. And then ſtates 
the ſeveral Qnerics, and ſays, Theſe Qrejftions may be 
propos d, ant their Anſwer demanded. 

Now the Objections having been publick, and our 
Anſwers publick, we defire to know who the Iee 
are, that arc intended in this Paper: thar we may 
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apply our ſelves to them, _or give ſuch Scriptural 
Anſwers as we hope may tend to Satisfaftion. But 
to repeat Anſwers 1n Writing or Print, to we know 
not who, ſo often as demanded, to the ſame things 
already anſwer'd, we think it not needful. There- 
tore have herewith only ſent thee a few brief Lines, 
bcing grolly wrong'd and miſ-repreſented in the ſaid 
ObjeQions. And divers of the Queries contain (e- 
veral Queſtions in them, in different Terms ( and 
ſome Unſcriptural ), ſo not plain and dire& Quenes, 
therefore cannot politively be anſwer'd by our (ingle 
Yea or Nay, toeach Query, as defir'd. We therefore 
at preſent ſend this general Anſwer to the Queries for 
thy Information as followeth, viz. 


\V'e ſincerely believe and profeſs Jeſus Chriſt, and the 
Reſurredt1on, according to the Holy Scripture-Teſtimo- 
ny, and to that meaſure of Underſtanding which God 
hath been pleaſed to give us by his Holy Spirit. 

We lincerely believe in Jeſus Chriſt, the only be- 
gotten Son of the Living God, both as He 1s True 
God, and Perfect Man, our Emanzel and Mediatour ; 
and as in the Fulneſs of Time, he was Conceiv'd by 
the Holy Ghoſt, Born of the Virgin Mary in Beth- 
leherz of Judea; Sutter'd under Pontius Pilate, was 
Cruciiy'd and put to Death 3 was Zuried, Roſe again 
the third day, and viſibly Aſcended into Heaven, 
and was received into Glory 3 and that this ſame 
Jeſus Chriſt that was crucity'd, ſhall fo in like man- 
ncr come ( as he was ſecn to go into Heaven) in 
Power and great Glory, to judge both the Living 
and the Dead according to their Works, at the laſt 
and great [Day ot Judgment, in that great Harvelt 
which 13 the Fnd ot the World.

Their ANSWER, &c. 

And that by Jeſus Chriſt there ſhall be a Reſur- 
rection of the Dead, both of the Juſt and Unjuſt 
unto the Righteous Judgment of the great Dav ; 
conſequently, That the Reſurrection 1+ not paſt, a+ 
Hymenens and Philetus faid, 2 Tim. 2. 13. 

And that the Dead ſhall be rais'd Incorruptible, 
every Man in his own Order ; and that our low Bo- 
dy ſhall be chanyd, and made like nnto Chriſt's 
glorious Body 3 The Reſurrection of the Bodies of 
the Saints ( we believe) ſhall be Spiritual and Glo- 
rious, and that the Sons of God, and of the Reſur- 
rection, ſhall be equal to the Angels of God in Hea- 
ven, and ſhine as the Sun in the Kingdom ot their 
Father : and yet there is fuch a great Myſtery in the 
Reſurrection, as that fleſh and blood cannvt inherit 
the kingdom of God, neither doth Corruption inherit 
Incorruption, 1 Cor. 15. 

The whole Sacrifice of Chriſt ( whereot his Blood 
outwardly that was ſhed was a Part) was 
of great Price with God for Man's Redemprion. 
Chriſt's Blood that was (hed without the Gates ot 
Tr. together with the whole Sacrifice of Him- 
elt both of Soul and Body, was a true Propitiition 
and Atonement for Man's Reconciliation and Peace 
with God, for Remifſion of Sins, througa a 
hving Faith, and true Repentance (in his Name ) 
given and wronght by his Spirit and Word of Power 
in Mens Hearts, whoſe ſincere Obedience to Chit, 
and walking in his Light being required of them, -1f1 
order to experience Chriſt, the Author of their Eter- 
nal Salvation, and to waſh them from their Sins*1n 
his own Blood: for without this true Faith, Re- 
pentance and Obedience to Chriſt Feſus , Men loſe 
and forfeit the greſt Benefit ot Chriſt's — 
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and deprive themſelves of that Eternal Redemption 
and Salvation which he hath thereby obtained for 
Us, tho' he dy'd for all Men, taſted Death for eve- 
ry Man, and gave himſelf a Ranſom for all, to be 
teſtify d of in due Time, being a true Propitiation 
for the Sins of the whole World.

Query IL Haib he nqw in Heaven the ſame Body (though 
now changed in Qualities and Glorify d ) which be afſum'd in 
the [1 ml of the Bleſſed Virgin, in which be Suffer'd, Died, 
was Euried, Roſe again, and Aſcended outwardly ? 

In {wer to this, take John 1Whitebead's Words, in his 
Polifcripe to a Book call d The Quakers Refwge, pag. 90. 41. 
© I have ſeveral times, faith he, deny'd that Chriſt hath 
* now a Body of Fleſh and Bones, circumſcript , or limi- 
© ted, in that Heaven which is above and out of every 
* Man on Earth. Again he faith, ibidem, © Chriſt hath 
* a Pody, or is in a Body ſuitable to his Spirit, conſi- 
* ſting of Heavenly Fleſh and Bone. Alſo he faith, 
* Whereſoever the Spirit and Life of Chriſt is, that is in 
* the Body of Chriſt. 

Note. As he owneth that Chriſt has a Body that is not 
the Church, yet he owneth no other Body of his beſides his 
Church , that is circumſcript, or limited, out of every 
Man on Earth. Now by Tobn Whitehead's Words it plain- 
ly appeareth, cither that Chriſt hath not that real Body 
he had on Larth, which was Crucify'd, &c. or if he hath, 
it is ſuch as not only every one of the Saints, but cvery 
Man, yea and cvery Creature hath, he denying it to be 
circumſcripe or limited. And is not this a fair Inlet to 
the Popiſh Doctrine of the real Preſence of Chrilt's Body 
that ſutfered, to be in the conſecrated bread , as they

Will be return in that ſame Body Outwardiy, 
or without Men, to judge the World, &c: 

fnſwer. To this George 17hitehead's Words, in his Book 
betore-mentioned, call d 7Le Life and Light of Ciriſt within, 
page 41. are a fit Reply, whereby to give us an Account 
of his Belief, or rather Unbclicf, in this weighty Funda- 
mental Doctrine of che Chriftian Faith. * But three 
* Cummings of Chrilt, ( faith Geeree Yhitehead ) not _ 
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© that in the Fleſh at FJiruſalem, and that in the Spirit, 
* but alſoanother Coming in the Fleſh yet to be expected, 
* we do not read of; but a ſecond Cotning without Sin 
* unto Salvation 3 which in the Apoſtles Days was look- 
* ed for. 

And one Fobn Newman (whom George Whitehead anſwet- 
eth in his Book call'd Chriſt aſcended abowe the Clouds ) ha- 
ving ſaid from Rev. 1. 7. Thoſe that pierced him in hu Body 
of Fleſh, ſhall ſee that Body viſibly come again. To this George 
Whitehead an{wereth. © Theſe are not the Words of Scri- 
on _ but added ; although to add or diminiſh be for- 
* bidden under a Penalty, Rev. 22. 18, 19. yet this Man's 
* Preſumprion leads him to incurr that: See alſo for An- 
* ſwer to him, Rev. 1.7, 8. and 13, 14, 16. in none of 
* which is Jeſus Chrift either call'd or repreſented as a 
* Body of Fleſh viſtbly to come again; but that he is 
* Alpha and Omega, the firſt and the laſt. And Chriſt in 
* the Days of his Fleſh, wherein he viſibly appear'd 
*to the World, ſaid, Yu a little while and the World 
&* ſeeth me no more, John 14. and 19. But his ſecond Co- 
* ming and Appearance without Sin unto Salvation , 1 
* own and witneſs, page 21, 22, of that Book, and page 23. 
* S0 Where they "& the Word Perſonal, or his coming again, 
* or Perſonal Being, do they not herein ſhew their carnal 
* Expectations, cc? 

And George Whitebead in his Anſwer to William Burnet, 
The Light within, &c. page 49. replyeth to two places of 
Scripture, brought by #:illiam Burnet, to prove Chriſt's Co- 
ming again without us, to judge the Quick and the 
Dead ; where he anſwereth in theſe expreſs Words, © And 
« as to that 1 Theſ. 4. 17. which //i!l;:am Burnet brings to 
« prove that Chrilt ſhall come in the latter end of the 
* World from Heaven above the Clouds. Now, in p. 15. 
& jt's ſaid, that we which are alive, and remain unto the 
« coming of our Lord: now I ask, (faith Gerrge Whitehead) 
« if they did live and remain to a Perſonal Coming of 
« Chriſt in the Clouds, yea or nay; or can it be reaſo- 
* nably thouglit to be a Coming that is not yet, that 
* they lived and remaincd unto, &c. And in Anſwer to that 
© aher place of Scripture hich w—_— Burnet had broug't

&« to prove the ReſurreFion of the deceasd Saints after the Bu 
« dily Death. George Whitehead ſaith again, that the Dead 
« in Chriſt ſhall ariſe firſt, we own to be an Effet of 
« Chriſt's Coming, and know that there is a Dying in 
« Chriſt, and being Baptized unto his Death, before a 
« Coming forth, or Riſing in the likeneſs of his Reſur- 
« retion, &c. And a little after faith, © But tro know 
© the ſaid States, what it is to Die with Chriſt, to be 
« conformable unto his Death, and to partake of the Power 
« of his Reſurrection ; theſe things are hid from that Eye 
& that is Carual, ©. 

Note. He grolly perverteth and miſapplyeth theſe Scriptures 
only toYan inward Dying , and Riſmg with Chrift, and 
to his inward Coming into the Saints. Bur though 
the inward Work of Mortiftication, and an inward Death 
and Riſing is to be own'd, and which I find nor that 
William Burnt in his Words denyd, and 1s according to 
the Scriptures Teſtimony, and the Saints Experience, yet 
ſurely to underſtand thelfe above-mentioned places of Scri- 
pture, of that inward Dying, and Riting, and inwaid 
Coming of Chriſt in the Saints, is a groſs Perverſion and 
Miſapplication of Scripture ; yea, and a groſs Abuſe of 
it, eſpecially when it is brought by George Whitehead on 
purpoſe ro contradict 1 illiam Burnet's Ailertion , held in 
common by all ſincere. Chriſtians, viz. That Chriſt is 
as viſibly to Come again as he did vifbly Aſcend ; and 
that the Bodies of the Dead Saints ſhall be Raiſed : And 
Gerrge h:tehead's Reaſon that he brings to refute 1/7 jam 
rnet s found Aﬀertions in this matter, is moſt weak and im- 
pertinent. As becauſe Chriſt ſaid, Jobn 14. 19. Yet a lit- 
tle while and the world ſceth me no more 5 Which he brings 
to contradict Chrilt's coming againg in Perſon, without 
us, to judge the World. Ir proverh no-ſuch thing as that 
he ſhould never at any time appear to the World ; for 
te limits it for a little time that they ſhou'd not ſee him. 
Ard the Greek Word or Particle may be well tranſlated 
wot as jet, as it is elſewhere tranſlated : And what a tritling 
and empty Reaſon bring; he to prove that 1 The/. 4. 17. 1s 
not to be under{tood of Chriſt's Perſonal Coming yet to 
bx ; as becauſe Pant ſaid, we that are alive and remain, &C. 
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as if therefore Paul did not mean any Outward or Per- 
ſonal Coming of Chriſt in that place. George Whitehead 
asking, If they did live and remain to a Perſonal Coming 
of Civiſt in the Clouds, yea or nay ? or can it be rea- 
ſonably thought to be a Coming that is not yet, that 
they hved and remained unto: For if George Whitehead 
had not been greatly blinded and darken'd with Preju- 
dice againſt this great Fundamental Doctrine of the Chri- 
ſtian Faith, viz. The Coming of our Lord in his glori- 
ty'd Perſon and Body, he might have ealily perceived 
how the Apoſtle Pau! uſed the Word We for They, by a 
common Enallage Per/onz, that is ufed both in Scripture 
elſewhere, and in other Writers commonly ; as when 
Fames faith, herewith ( ſpeaking of the Tongue) curſe we 
men ; and yet Fames himſelf was no Curſer : Like to this 


place in 1 The. 4. 17. is that 1 Cor. 15. Fr. Behold I ſhew 


you a myſtery; we ſhall not all ſleep, but we ſhall all be chan- 
ged ; which place , however ſome pervert and miſapply, 
as if the Change of the living Saints at Chriſt's out- 
ward appearance at the end of the World were not there 
meant; but ſome inward Change that the Saints had 
witneſled before Death, is certainly to be underſtood of 
the Change of the Saints Bodies; who then ſhould be 
found alive at Chriſt's outward Coming ? as generally 
all ſound Chriſtians have underſtood theſe places of Scri- 
pture, and as I deſire to praiſe God I have always fo under- 
litood them. And it is too great Evidence of George /#/hitc- 
head's not being taught and guided by the Spirit of Truth 
in his oppoſing ſuch found Chriſtian Do&trine, and plain 
Teſtimonies of the Holy Scripture, which every Babe in 
Chriſt doth better underſtand than this high Pretender 
tro high Divine Illuminations. George Whitehead by his 
thus oppoſing ſound Chriſtian Principles belonging to the 
I-undamentals of Chriſtian Religion, hath laid great Stum- 
bling-Blocks in the way of many that read his Books, 
who conclude, ir cannot be that George /#hirebead is 10 
taught and led by the Spirit of Truth as he pretends, 
ſeeing he contradidts fuch manifelt Truths , fo plainly 
laid down in Scripture. And George Whitebead would do 


well to eonlider his own Words, pag. 36. of that m_ 
tec 
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'ted Book, The Light and Life, &c. where he ſaith, © The 
© Spirit brirgz to the fulfilling of the Scriptures, and doth 
* not deſtroy the Truth contain'd in them :* Therefore, I 
ſay, the Spirit that ſet him on Work to deſtroy the Truth 
of Chriſt's outward Coming to Judgment at the great 
Day, and ather great Truths declar'd in the Scriptures, 
is not the true Spirit that gave it forth. 

And here again I cannot but a litelz rake notice, how, 
though very ſeverely , George Whitehead blamed 7. N. for 
affirming, That thoſe that pierced Chriſt in bu Body of Fleſh, 
ſball ſee that Bady wiſibly again; alledging, that theſe are not 
the Wards of Scripture, but added ; although to add or diminiſh 
be forbidden under a Penalty, yet this Man's Preſumption leads 
him to incurr that. And yet George Whitehead in his late 
Anſwer to theſa Queries, uſeth the Word Vi/ibly, with re- 
ſpe&t co Chriſt's Aſcention, ſaying, Article 24. of that Pa- 
per, That be, to wit, Chriſt, viſibly Aſcended into Heaven, and 
wa received into Glory, Now I am ſure there is the ſame 
ground in Scripture for his viſible Appearance and Co- 
ming again, as there is for his viſible Aſcending. But ir 
is worthy of Obſervation, that though George IVisrebead 
profeſſes in his late Anſwer to theſe Queries , his belicf 
that Chriſt viſibly Aſcended into Heaven, yet he no where 
in all the Paper, nor any where elſe that I find, doth 6- 
penly and plainly declare his Faith, that Chriſt ſhall vi- 
libly or outwardly appear at the Day of Judgment, ſo-as 
to be ſeen as an Objet withour Men. And though his 
Words in this bis late Anſwer, would ſeem to imply, that 
he did ſo now believe ; for he ſaith, and that ths ſame 
gs Chriſt that was crucified, ſhall ſo in like manner come, (as 

e was leen to go into Heaven) in Power, and great Gl:- 
ry, &c. Were George Whertchead ingenuous , _ not too 
much given to Equivocation in. his way of Writing, this 
might paſs currane, they being ſound Scripture Words, 
and according to Scripture. But when we ſhall conſi- 
der how when both 7Jobn Newman and William Burnet did 
formerly bring theſe Words for a Proof of Chriſt's Out- 
ward and Perſonal Coming yet to be, how George White- 
bead turn'd off this very place of Scripture from Chriſt's Per- 
fonal and Outward Coming tu Glory, and wholly ap- 
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ply'd it to his inward Coming, Allegorizing the Clouds 
to Clouds of Ignorance, and Sin in Mens Hearts: And 
that I do not find that Gerrge Whitehead hath made any 
publick Retractation of his ſaid Perverſion of this and 
other places of Scripture, we have but too great ground 
not to judge this his Confefſion in his late Anſwer to 
be ſincere : For if he meant not in this his late Anſwer, 
Chriſt's Outward and Perſonal Coming, he but deceives 
his Reader, and eſpecially him or them who ſent theſe 
Queries. And if he means really Chriſt's Outward and 
Perſonal Coming, he contradicts his former Prints, where- 
in he hath ſo manifetly oppos'd it; and yet he is fo 
extremely confident of his " ue Books, that he referrs 
to them and. others, for an Anſwer to theſe Queries ; as 
if all were ſound wholſome Doctrine contain'd in them, 
and as if he were not changed from his former Senti- 
ments in the leaſt Tittle or Punctilio. But let us hear 
his own Words, in Anſwer to Fobn» Newman, in his 
Book call'd Chriſt aſcended above the Clouds, page 22. ad fi- 
nem. © But, (faith George Whitebead ) the © Jeſus ( as 
* he was ſeen Aſcend when a Cloud came and received 
* him out of their ſight who ſtood gazing, As 1. 9, 10, 11. 
* it is ſaid) ſhall ſocome in like manner, &«c. which, tho* 
* every like manner is not the ſame, nor all the Clouds 
** the ſame, yet the ſame Jeſus certainly cometh in like 
** manner, his Coming being in the Clouds. And to let 
us know in what Clouds he meaneth Chriſt is Aſcended 
above, and in what Clouds he will appear above, he -gi- 
veth this Title in his Book, in Anſwer to Tobn Newman z 
Chriſt aſcended above the Ciuuds ; 1. E. in ba Divinity, &C. 
vindicated from the Cloudy, Erroncens, and Blaſphemous Con- 
ceits of John Newman and hs Rrethren. And all this wre- 
ſting of the plain Scripture Words, 4s 1. 9, 10, 11. Which 
'{/oln Newman brought to prove his Perſonal Coming and 
Appearance without Men, George Whitehead makes to de- 
{troy, if he could, the Faith of that great Truth of 
Chriltian Doctrine, viz. Chriſt's Outward Coming in his 
Glorify d Nature and Perſon of Man, to judge the whole 
World. Therefore lince Gor7e Hhirehead hath told in Print, 
in Anſwer to Joby Newman > biinging that palce of Scri- 
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pture, As r. 9, 10, I. This ſame Teſus, 8c. ſhall ſo come in 
like manner : That every like manner is not the wery ſame, nor 
all Clouds the ſame; and ſeeing George IVhitehead has former- 
ly oppos'd Chriſt's Perſonal Coming, or his Coming in 
Perſon without us, as a thing yet to be expected, he ought 
to clear it, what manner of Coming, and what ſort of Clouds 
he doth now underſtand to be intended in theſe Words, Ads 1. 
9, 10, &c. For though it be a real Truth, that Chriſt 
is Aſcended above all Clouds of Sin, and Ignorance, and 
Errours, as well in George I{hitehead, as in others, yet I am 
well atlured that was not the Senſe intended by the SPpt- 
rit of Truth in theſe Words ; nor was it the Senſe of them 
chat ſpoke theſe Words to the Diſciples. _ 

Query IV. 117 ow Dead Bodies then ariſe the ſame Bodies 
in Subſt ence (theugh altered im Qualities and Properties) which 
We now have ? 

Anſwer. Hear what Georoe 11 bitebead hath faid in Print, 
in his Anſwer to At. Coffin about the Reſurrection : 
That may be a proper Reply to this Query, in ſhewing 
Gerrge WWhitehead's Unbcliet and Errour, as touching the 
Reſurrection of the dead Bodies of Men. See his Book 
call'd The Light and Life of Chriſt within, page 69. © There 
* is ( faich George I hitebead ) a Natural Body , and 
« there is a Spiritual Pcdy; and there are Bodies 
© Celeſtial, and Bodies Terreſtrial : The Sun, Moon, and 
* Stars are Celeſtial Bodies ; but Birds, Beaſts, and Iilhe 
*are Terreſtrial Now you might reckon him a very 
* Blind and Ignorant Man, that ſhould put no ditference 
* berween the Podies Celeſtial, and thoſe that are Ter- 
* reſtrial ; or that ſhould reckon the Podies of the Sun, 
* Moon, and Stars, and the Bodies of Birds, Beaſts and 
© Fiſhes, to be all one in Matter and Subſtance. 

Nete. At this rate Chriſt s Bodv now in Heaven is not 
the ſame Body he had on Larth, in no refpe&t; for if 
it be not the ſame in Subſtance, 4. e. Being or Eflence, 
It is not the ſame any other way contidered. For a great 
difference it is if one thing ditter ffom another in Qua- 
lities and Properties, or in tizeir Modes and Modifications ; 
and one thing may differ from it-felf with reſpect to di- 
vers I1mes, States, and Conditions. Bur to ſay a thing 
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is changed Subſtantially or Effentially, is to ſay that thing 
ts no more that thing in any reſpec, but is annihilated : 
For whatever Heavenly Excellency and Dignity Chrilt's 
Body had when it was upon Earth, which may be in a 
true Senſe acknowledged, being Miraculouſly and Super- 
naturally conceiv'd and form'd by the Power of the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt, yet ſeeing Chriſt did both Eat and Drink, and 
id Sleep, and Hungred, and Thirſted, &«. it is certain 
his y had the Properties and Qualities of our Earthly 
Bodies, otherwiſe how could he be faid to be made like 
to us in all things, but without Sin? And ſeeing Mens 
Bodies are univerſally nouriſhed - with what they eat and 
drink; and their Food by certain Digeſtions, becomes a 
part of their Bodies, (the Excrementitious part being ex- 
cepred) we muſt needs think that Chriſt's Body was real- 
ly Terreſtrial, ;. e. had Terreſtrial Qualities when it was 
upon Earth : But now it is Heavenly, endu'd alrogether 
with Heavenly Qualitics, as the Bodies of the Sainrs will 
be at the Reſurrection. And it is falſe Philoſophy to fav 
the Bodies of Sun, Moon, and Stars are in kind quite 
other Subſtances from Earthly Bodies. The more true 
Philofophy and Knowledge of Natural Things, is, that 
the Bodies of Sun, Moon, and Stars, differ not Subſtanrial- 
ly or Eſſentially from Earthly Bodies, otherwiſe they cou'd 
not nouriſh Earthly Bodies as . they do. Yea, George 
Whitehead in his Book call'd The Malice of the Independent 
Agent rebuked, page 17. Treating on the Body of Chriſt faith, 
And we believing ſuch a Change of the Glorious Body of Chriſt ; 
we do not thereby (nor never did ) believe that the Body of Chriſt 
which ſuffer d, was annihilated, and that his Fleſh ſaw Corruption -— 
No ſuch matter. May there not be then (faith he) @ wery 
wonderful Change in the Body, and yet the Subſtance not annihi- 
lated nor deſtrozed? Note here, how George IWhitebead hath 
contradicted George IVhbitebead, and how inconſiſtent is he 
with himſelf : One while he is a very blind and ignorant 
Man, ( according to George Whitehead s Philoſophy ), That a 
Body that is Terreſtrial, and a Body that is Celeſtial are 
one in Subſtance. Another while again by George White- 
head's Philoſophy, There may be a very wonderful Change 
in the Body, viz. of Chriſt , and yer che Subſtance not 
EL ann- 
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B»b calr{ {onal Coming again, or Appearance, or 
Chriſt &- alledeing, it implies him to be @ Perſonal God or Chriſt ; like 
icerded the Anthropon-orphites and Mugglctoruans conceit of him ; 
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annihilated nor deſtroy'd. And then, I fay, why not alſo 
may there not be ſuch a wonderful Change in the Bodies 
of rhe Saints, and yet the Subſtance not annihilated nor 
defiroved? And though the Scripture diſtinguiſherh be- 
ewixe Podics Terrcitrial! and Celcftal, yet it doth not fay 
theſe vitible Podics of Sun, Moon, and Stars differ in Sub- 
liance from Larthly Bodies. George Whitehead hath not 
leaned this fore of Doctrine cither from the Larter of 
the Scripture, or the Spitirt of God that gave it forth, 
or from truc Reaſon; but hath ir either from his own 
dark Imapinarion, or from the dark Imagination of other 
Men, as dark and ignorant as himfelf. 1 had not been fo 
large thus to correct his falſe Philoſophy, but that he ma- 
keth uſe of it here, and cifewhere, to overthrow the Faith 
of that great Article of Chriſtian Doctrine, Jy teſti- 
fy'd in the Holy Scripture, ro wir, The Reſurrection of 
the Body. Bur ſeeing George I bitebead in his Book cal- 
led, The Malice of the Independent Agent, owneth, or ſeemeth 
to own, That Chriſt's Body he had on Earth, is now 
in the Heavens, and is not annihilated, nor the Subſtance 
of it deliroyed ; how comesit that he fo peremprorily di- 
ſputeth * againſt Chrilt's Perfonal Exiſtence, and his Per- 
Perſonal Being ?

how Gerge Whitehead will reconcile this to his Aſſertion 
in his Book call'd, The Aalice of the Independent Agent, where 
he owns that Chriſt's Body of Fleſh faw no Corruption, 
bur is in Being, and not annihilated And in bis Poſt- 
{cript to the ſaid Book call d, The Malice of the Independent 
Azen;, he ſaith of Chrift's Body, Though it be Spiritual and 
GL ricus, yet a Body, and therefcre nat in every place where God 
s. To be Onmipreſent u only proper to God, and not to Bodies. 
In my former printed Treatiſe, call'd, 4 ſbur Liſt of ſome 
of 1he Vite and Gro(s Errors of George Whitehead, cc. 1 no- 
ticed George WWhitebead's Contradiction to John Whitehead, 
about the Body of Chrilt. But here I would have the 
Reader notice Gewge Whirehead's Contradiction to himſelf, 
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in the two above-mention'd Books; as if George Whitehead, 
lince he argued againſt the Perſonal Being of Chriſt with- 
out every Man, had turn'd Anthropomorphire and Muggle- 
tonian, for aſſerting that Chriſt hath a Body in Heaven, 
that is not every-where. Bur to aſſert that Chriſt hath a 
Body in Heaven that is not every-where, is neither Az- 
thropomorphiſm nor Muggletoni/a, but found Chriſtian Do- 
tnne, according to Scripture : For the Errour of the An- 
thropomorphites and Aben trains was, and is, That the God- 
head is a Body, and circumſcript, and limited to one Place, 
and not Omnipreſent. --- But the true Chriſtian Doctrine 
is, That Chriſt, as God, is no Body, and yet that the 
Godhead of Chriſt dwelleth in that Body , and is molt 
glorioaſly united to the Soul and Body of Chrilt's Man- 
hood now in Heaven ; and yet that the Godhead is not 
circumſcribed within that Body, but is every-where pre- 
ſent; and by ſpecial Manifeſtations and Operations of 
his Spirit, dwelleth in the Saints. 

Bur again, That it was, and, for ought I know, now is 
the Mind of George Whitehead, That the Bodics of the Saints 
are not to riſe again, to be re-united to the Souls with 
which they were formerly joined. Let us hear what he 
faith in his part of the Chriſtian Quaker, page 153, where he 
hath cheſe Words, © Both Calvin, T. D. the Schools, and 
* divers Anabaptiſts are miſtaken in this very Matter, and 
* ſee not with the Eyg of true Faith, either that the Hap- 
* pineſs of the Soul is not perfe&t without the Body, or 
&« that the Soul hath a ſtrong Deſire to a Re-union to the 
« Body, while they intend the Terreſtrial and Elemen- 
* tary Bodies: For this implies the Soul to be in a kind 
* of Purgatory, or diſquietnefs, till the ſuppos'd reſum- 
« ption of the Body. And their Afertion and Deter- 
© mination herein is contrary to what the Apoltle faith, 
© &. Cor. F. 

Note, From George Whitehead's own Words here cited, 
the Argument is as much againſt the Souls of the docca- 
{yd Saints now in Heaven having a deſire to be uniced 
to any Body whatſoever ; for ſuppoſe they now deſire and 
expect to be united to a Heavenly Body they were not 
formerly united ro, this would as much imply that they 
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are in a kind of Purgatory, as to ſuppoſe them to deſire 
to be united'to that Body they formerly had. Burt it is 
diſingenuous and unfair in George 1#hirehead to repreſent it 
as the general ſenſe of Calvin, and the Schools, That the 
Body ro which the Soul of a deceas'd Saint hath a de- 
fire of Re-union, ſhall be Terreſtrial and Elementary, ſuch 
as it was on Earth. For the more Judicious of all forts 
hold, That the Bodies of the Saints at the Reſurretion 
ſhall be changed in Qualities and Properties, from Terre- 
ſtrial ro Celeſtial, and from Animal to Spiritual, yet re- 
taining the ſame Subſtance and Eſſence. 

Next, Let us hear William Pem, in his Anſwer againſt 
Thomas Hicks, call'd, Reaſon againſt Railing ; treating on the 
Eſtate of the deceaſed Saints, page 138. © Is _—_ of 
* the Ancients now in Glory ( faith he ) impertec, or 
* are they in Heaven but by halfs? If it be fo unequi- 
* table, that the Body which hath ſuffer'd ſhou'd. not 
* partake of the Joys Celeſtial, is ir not in meafure une- 
* qual that the Soul ſhould be fo long rewarded before the 
* Body * 

** 'This brings to the Mortality of the Soul { held by 
* many Baptifts,) or 1 am miſtaken, Burt why muſt che 
* Felicity of the Soul depend on that of the Body? Is 
* it not to make the Soul a kind of a Widow , and fo 
in a State of Mourning and Diſconfolatencfs , to he 
without its be!oved Body 5 which State 1s but a better 
State of Purgatory. 

Note, Hee nc plainly maketh his Ignorance and Unbe- 
lief to appear, concerning the Reſurrection of the Dead, 
and the deceaſed Saints. By his Arguing, all the Saints 
between deceaſed bel and Chrift, got all the Reſutrection 
they expected, either in the Mortal Body, or immediately 
after Death; and fo Thouſands were raiſed from the 
Dead before Chritt ; quite contrary to Scripture, that ſaith, 
Chriſt ſhould be the fr/ that ſhould riſe from the Dead ; 
and he is the Firſt-fruirs of them that ſleep. And it is not 
Chriſtian in lam Pem thus to ridicule that great Arti- 
cle of the Chriſtian Faith, and to Argue againſt the in- 
equality of Divine Providence, if the Soul ſhall be 
lung rewarded betore the Body ; whereas the full Reward 
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is reſerved for both at the Reſurrection of the Juſt. 
And yet this neither proveth the Mortality of the Soul, 
or that ir is in a State of Purgatory before the Reſur- 
rection. | 

And as I have noticed in George Whitehead, the like I 
wou'd have the Reader to notice in #lliam Perm, who as 
they both deny the Reſurrection of the Body, as a thing 
which the deceaſed Saints wait for ; fo ' they both Argue 
againſt ir from falſe Principles of falſe and ſpurious Phi- 
loſophy : As that a Body that is Earthly, and Grofs can- 
not put off irs Earthlinefſs and Groflneſs, without any 
change of its Subſtance or Eſſence 5 a thing ſo common- 
ly known, not only among Chymilts, but to all ordinary 
Stillers, who know by daily Experience, how groſs Bodies 
are changed from their groſineſs in great part, and made 
Subtile or Volatile, and yet remain Body ſtill, and the 
ſame Bodies in Subſtance : And if the Operation of Fire 
and Mens Art have this Effect upon groſs Bodies of Herbs, 
Stones, and Fleſh, to change them in great part; hew 
much more ought we to acknowledge the Wiſdom and 
Power of God, not only can, but will change the Bodies 
of the Saints from all Groſs and Terreſtrial Qualities, to 
be Heavenly and Spiritual ; the Husk , or drofly part 
( that is no more the true Body than Drofs in a Lump 
of rich Oar of Gold is Gold) being excepted. 

Query V. Do ye believe that Chriſt, or ihe Eternal Word, 
was ſo made Fleh, that he truly and really became Man; as 
truly Man as he w.4s God, &Cc? 

For An/wer to this, let us hear what George Whitehead 
faith in his Book above-cited, The Life and Light, &C. page 39. 
* As for thoſe Lxpreflions, ( faith he) God-man being 
© born of Mary, we do not find them in the Scriptures ; 
© nor do we read that Mary was the Mother of God, 
* but in the Pope's Canons , Articles, &c. And page 4-. 
* he faith, What Nonſence and Unſcripture Language 
« is this, to tell of God being Co-creator with the Fa- 
© ther; or that God had Glory with God; doth not 
* this imply ewo Gods, and that God had a Father, let 


* the Reader Judge. 
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Note. Is not this the very Argument of Arians, &c? I 
wonder what George Whitehead will make or hold con- 
cerning Chriſt at laſt. One while that viſible Man, 
born of the Virgin, was not the Chriſt ; for Chriſt was 
never ſeen with a Carnal Eye : Which Expreflion George 
WWhitebead defends, The Light and Life, page 62, and brings 
that place in Fub» 14. to defend it. He that ſeeth me, ſeeth 
my father alſo: Whete- it is plain, by ſight, in that place, 
Chriſt meant a Spiritual Saving Knowledge and Faith 
of Chrift, which whoever have, they know the 
Father alſo. But Chriſt told the Fews they did fee him, 
and did not believe in him. Another while with George 
Whitebead to ſay, Chriſt, or the Word, was with God, and 
bad Glory with God before the World was, or was a Co-creator 
with God, 3: to imply two Gods. Thus by George Whitehead s 
way of Reaſoning, Chriſt was neither viſible Man, nor 
the invitible God ; but what elſe he cannot tell. Ir is 
ſtrange that he ſhould thus Argue againſt Chriſt's being 
God with God, when the Scripture faith expreſly, Jobn 1. 
The Word was with God, and that Word was God. And Chriſt 
ſaid, he was glorifty'd with God before the World was : 
And was he not the Son of God by an Eternal Gene- 
ration, and yet One God with the Father? If Chriſt 
had only a Father as he was Man, then he was not God 
by Eternal Generation. 

Query VI. I: Chriſt now at this day, and for ever to come, tru- 
ly and really a Man, in true and proper Humane Nature without 
all Men ? 

For a Suitable Reply to this, hear George Whitehead, who, 
if he hath not denied him to be Man, yet whether he 
hath not denied him as Man without us, to be the Oh- 
je of our Faith, let the Judicious Reader judge, in his 
Book call'd The Light and Life, &c. page 61. ** Another 
* while (faith he) People muſt feck their Saviour above 
* the Clouds and Firmament, contraty to the Righteouſ- 
* neſs of Faith, Rom. 1-, Another while they muſt ſeek 
* to uy for Juſtification , to the Blood that was 
** there ſhed, contrary to Deur. 30. 12, 14 and Ream. 10. 
** Andin page 45, 46. he ſaith, But it he fay he hath 
** ſought Chrilt at ſuch a Diſtance by Faith. { He goes on | 
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*T ask, if the Objet or Foundation of Faith he divi- 
* ded from the Faith; or if the living Faith doth nor 
+ ſtand in the living Power of Gcd? And whether the 
& Righteouſneſs of ir doth rell of ſeeking and finding Chriſt 
* above the Clouds, Stars, and Firmament ? But why tells he 
* fo mich of above the Clouds; are not the Clouds and 
* Circumference of the Heavens as well under us as a- 
* bove us ? 

N-te. It is evident here from! Gerrge IFhirebead's Words, 
That to him Chriſt without us is not the Objet of 
Faith; and to direct Men to Chrift above the Clouds, is 
contrary to Demr. 40. and Rom. 16. 6. and oft he pervert- 
eth this plac? of Scripture in that and other his Books, 
and hath led many into the fame grofs and vile Errours 
with him ; as if it were contrary to Det. 3&. Rom. 10. to 
dire&t Men to Chrift withoue, But no ſuch thing doth 
fo appear cither from DPeut. 30. or Rom. 10. 6. or from 
any other place of Scripture. But on the contrary, there 
is a plain Direction, Rom. 9. ro. to Chriſt withour , 
as well as in Ro. 10. 7, 8. to Chriſt within : For the 
one doth not exclude the other, and yer Chriſt is but 
One. For though we have not his Perfon and Body as 
Man within us, yet as he is that Word that was with 
God in the beginning, and is God, he is in all Men. 
Bur there is a plain Dire&ion in Rom. ro. 9, 10. to Chriſt 
as he roſe again from the Dead; and to be ſure chat 
was without us. And a great ftrefs the Scripture layeth 
on the true Faith and Confellion of that great Truth, 
as being a neceſſary Terms of Salvation. If thou ſhalr con- 
feſs with thy Mouth, and believe with thine Heart, that God 
hath raiſed Chriſt from the Dead, thou ſhalt be ſaved. This 
is more than a bare Hiſtorical Faith : Ir muſt not be 
Faith, or a bare Notion of Faith, only in the Head and 
Brain, but it muſt be in the Heart, and have its Root 
and Riſe from the Word of Faith in the Heart: And 
in Heb. 12. 2. as in many other places, there is a Directi- 
on to Chriſt without us, as the Object of Faith ; toge- 
ther with God, and Chrift, and the Holy Spwit, not on- 
ly as without us in Heaven, but every where preſent as 
well as within us. And to deny that both God and: 
Chrilt, 
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Chriſt, conſider d as without us as well as within us, is 
the Object of our Faith, is not only great Unchriſtia- 
nity, but worſe: For to deny God to be the Obje&t of 
our Faith without us, is as much as to ſay, God is not 
without us; or if he be, we are not concern'd to be- 
lieve it. But did not Chriſt dire& his Diſciples to pray 
to God, ſaying, Ow Father which art in Heaven ; and was 
that only within Men ? It is ſtrange how he would li- 
mit and confine the Obje&t of Faith only to God and 
Chriſt within. This has given great Occation to ſome to 
charge George Whitehead and others with Idolatry : For if 
the God and Chriſt, that is the Object of George HTirebead's 
Faith be only within, and not without, he has not the true 
God and Chriſt for the Object of his Faith. --—- But if this 
be an Inadvertency in George Whitebead, he ought to cor- 
rect it, and remove the great Offence: he hath caſt in 
the way of many; who have occaſion given them by his 
unſound Words, to think he, and many of his Brethren, 
neither worſhip the true God, nor the true Chritt, who 
would confine the Obje&t of Faith only to be within. 
And for George Hhitebead fo to taunt William iu ne for his 
ſaying , Chriſt « to be ſought and found above the Clouds, 
Stars, and Firmament, backed him that he was then, 
at leaſt, when he ſo wrote, too much leavened and cor- 
rupted with Ranter's Notions, that held God and Chriſt, 
Heaven and Hell, and Devils, to be no-where bur with- 
in Mcn; or at leaſt as fome of 'em held, That God is 
no-where to be minded but as within: For though no Man 
can have a true and ſaving Knowledze of God, and true 
and ſaving Faith in him, but as it is wrought in him by the 
Spirit of God within, yet that true Faith and Knowledge 
reſpets him as Omnipreſent, as well as Omniſcient and 
Omniporent, and in his other infinite Perfections : And 
it is a miſerable wrelting and perverting of that place, 
Rom. 1c, as if Chriſt were not as really to be minded as 
an Object of our Faith in Heaven without us as within 
us; whereas it 15 plain that place is to be underſtood of 
Chriſt's Body : So that we are not to ſay, Ibo ſhall bring 
# down to us. from Heaven? and the Jews were not to ex- 
ped that Chriſt in Moſes's time, nor long after , ſhould 
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come down from Heaven, to aſſume and take a Body 
until the fulneſs of Time : And now that Chrilt's Body 
is aſcended, that we are not to ſay, Who ſhall bring 
him down to us in that Body ? But this doth not hin- 
der, that by Faith and Meditation we ſhould reſpect 
him now in Heaven, as the real Objet of our Faith, 
Love, and Obedience; or that we ſhould not in Faith 
hope for his real Coming again in his Glorify'd Body 
in the tunc appointed. 

And his Philoſophy , wherein he would ſeem to be 
ſome Budy, is falſe and vain, in taking 7illiam Burnet to 
Task, for telling of Chriſt ſo much above the Clouds, 
and querying , Are not the Clouds, and Circumference 
of the Heavens as well under us as above us? I fay, to 
ſpeak properly, according to the belt Rule of cicher Phi- 
loſophy, or Divinity, or Aſtronomy, the other Hemiſphere 
of the vilible Fir:aament is not under us , but above. 
Above hath relation to the Earth, as the Centre; and to 
whatever is remote from the Earth, more or leſs, whe- 
ther in this or the other Hemiſphere of the Heavens, i; 
above. And the Scripture alſo teacheth us this Lan- 
guage, Exod. 20. 4. 

Query VII. Was bs outward Blood outwardly ſhed at Jeru- 
ſalem, the rrue Propitiation and Satisfaction for the Sins of the 
World, and x Faith in that Blood, &c: 

To this Query we have full and plain Anſwers from 
George Whitchead, and William Pew, out of their Printed 
Books, ſufficient to ſhew their Unbelicf, and Antichriſti- 
an Doctrine, diretly contradicting the Doctrine of the 
Holy Scriptures in this great mos, Aran Article. Let 
us firſt hear George HH bitebead, in his Book call'd The Liges 
and Life, CC. 

* It is confeſſed (faith he) pag 
* own Blood purchas'd to hanf a Church, ts 20, ---- 
©* Now the Blood of God, or that Blood that relates to 
God , muſt needs be Spiritual, he being a Spirit: And 
the Covenant of God is Inward and Spiritual, and to 13 
** the Blood of it, George HTbicchead, page 56. The 1 ight aid 
* Life of Ciriſi within; and page 55. Where do tie dcit- 
* ptures uf: thoſe Expretiions, and fo much vary about 
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© the Plood of Chriſt, as one while to ſay, that the 
© ſhedding of that Blood Qutwardly was the merito- 
* rious Cauſe of Salvation: Another while the Word 
* ſhe-lding to be left out , and the ſtreſs Jaid only upon 
'* that Blood it-{clf, which the Soldier thed or let out of 
* his Side with a Spear; which was after he was put to 
* Peath: And page 59. of the ſame. To ſay that Mate- 
* rial Blood, (wiz. f the Sacrifices under the Law ) was 
* a Type of that which was Material, viz. the Vilible 
* and Material Blood of Chriſt, ſhed upon the Croſs. 
© This is to give the Subſtance no Preheminence above 
* the Type, (eſpecially if neither of them be Myſtical 
© nor in Being) or like as if one ſhould ſay, one Type 
« was a Type of another; and page 38. of that ſame 
* Book. And where do the Scriptures ſay, the Blood 
* was there ſhed for Juſtification ; and that Men mult be 
« directed to Jeru/alem to it, when as that Blood ſhed is 
© not” in Bcing ? citing page 40, wiz. of William Burner $ 
Pook, 

And whereas IWWilliam Burnet had ſaid in his Book as 
citcd by George Whitehead, The Blood ſhed upon the Crols, 
the Material Blood, meritorious to Salvation, ſprinkles the 
Conſcience, Sandctifies us, Juſtifies, Redeems ; George White- 
bead anſwereth in theſe expreſs Words following : © Ob- 
* ſexve here a twofold ſtreſs is laid upon that Blood ; 
* Firſt, Merit to Salvation ; Second, Works of Sanctifica- 
* tion; and ſo he hath ſer it up above God; for God 
* could not fave, he faith, and yer is not in Being : 
* | groſs Abſurdity! | whereas Sanftihcation being a real 
* Work inward , that is certainly in Being which Et- 
* fects it. 

Nete. Here it is plain that George Whitehead doth 
alrogether deny Juſtitication by that Outward Blood , 
or that it was the meritorious Cauſe of Salvation. 
And in this he agreeth with William Pen , that faith, 
One outward Thing cannot be the proper Figure or Re- 
preſcr:tation of another ; mor #s it the way of Holy Scripture ſo 
70 reach ts. The Ourward Lamb ſheweth forth the Imvard Lamb. 
page 97. of William Penn's part of the Chriſtian Quaker. And 
thus by his Doctrine, the Prieſts, or High-Prieſts under 
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the Law, were no Type of Chriſt without; and we 
have no High-Prieſt without us in any Heavens with- 
out us: And that moſt Holy Place, made without Hands, 
into which the Man Chriſt is enter'd, that was ſignified 
by the High-Pricſt going once every Year into the moſt 
Holy Place, made with Hands , is not any Place with- 
out us. The Body that Chriſt offerd on the Crofs no 
more than the Blood, was no real Sacrifice without us, 
that made any real Atonement : But that only Sacrifice 
and Blood that makes the Atonement, is the Body and 
Blood of Chriſt within, 

Note again. But why ſhould there be any Sacrifice or 
Atonement made by Chriſt within, to make Mens Peace 
with God, or fſatisfie Divine Juſtice ; a:cording to the 
Doctrine both of William Perm and George Whitehead, more 
than without ? 

It is altogether vain and ſuperfluous. Firft let us hear 
William Penn's Reaſon againſt Railing, page 91. © And forgive us 
* our Debts,as we forgive our Debtors; where (faith he) nothing 
can be more obvious, than that which is forgiven is not 
« paid: And if ir is our Duty to forgive without a Sa- 
* tisfation reccived, and that God is to forgive us as we 
* forgive them;. then is a Satisfaftion rorally excluded. 
Mark theſe Words ; they deſerve to be pur in Capital 
Letters. Bur if a Satisfaction be totally excluded , then 
there is no Satisfafton made by Chriſt within more 
than by Chriſt without, by his Docrine. And again, 


Let us hear George Whitehead, page 51. The Light and Life of 


Chriſt within ; * Is it good Dodctrine to ſay that God pa- 
* cify'd God when he faw himſelf angry 2? For, ſays the 
« Baprilt, ir 24s God-Man that did it, &c. But tho' George 
© ]/hitchead finds fault with the Expretſion God-Man , as 
* not being Scripture, yet Edward Barroughs owneth it, 
« ſaying, page 138, in his Collettion ; We prizs the Lord 
&« Jeſus Chritt, God-Man, to be precious unto us. And 
if George II birebead ſay by God-Man , Edward Burrc:eghs 
meaneth not Chriſt withour, but Chrilt within, 3 1 writ 
not contradict that to be his meaning ; for he blameth 
Tolm Bunion for ſaying, The Spirit of Chriſt lea«.:h to Chr: " 
withom 3 and faith it is contrary to Roms. 10, 6, 7, S. and 
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asketh his Reader whether this be not near to Popery,p. 3<6. 
it allowing, that by Chriſt, God-Mcn, Fikward Brrroughs 
meant only Chriſt within. Where doth George 7; bitebead 
find fuch an Exprethon in Scripture for Chriſt his being 
God-Man within, but not God-Man without ? And ſee- 
ns, according both 0) IVilliam Pern and Cer 'TE WH bitc- 
head, no Sati:faction is needful to fatishe God for the 
Dcbt of Men's Sins, for that would hinder free Forgive- 
nfs, Why do tlicy both quſtifie 17l;am Smith's Saying, 
Criſt in ms offercth bit elf a living Sacrifice to God for ws, 
U/ WU mich the bditrath of Wold us appeaſed to ws f See GLecrge 
I; ite ad, page 4 {+ The Liz: ' and Life cf Chriſt! Vin 3 and 
Il /lliam Peas Rejoinder to fohn Faldo, page 284. where 
tie not only quftiiicth 1/ 777m Smiz's Words, but Jabour- 
cth to contirm them, ſaving, That Ch:if* offers himſelf in 
bis Cliliren, in the Nature of a Alediating Sacrifice, But 
here ic is fit to ask /{i/liam Penn ſome Queſtions : If Sa- 
tisfaction be tota!ly excluded, becauſe a Sin or Debt can- 
not be buth paid or forgiven, what nced is there of a 
Mcdiating Sacrifice of Chriſt within Men more than with- 
out them ?

And tho' | 
it is ſaid in Scripture, that Chriſt remaineth a Pricit for ever, 
and be i the Propit: ition tor our Sins, yer it 15 no: ſaid he is 
ſ> in us, but with the Father in Heaven: And we 
have a High-Prif that a gone into Heaven. Nor dol judge 
it ſafe to allow any ſuch Unſcriptural Paralſs or Do- 
&rine, That Chriſt offereth up himfelt in us a Sacrifice 
in us, to appeaſe the Wrath of God, though Chriſt's 
Mcdiation in the Saints may be allow'd in a qualified 
Sence, but not in the nature of a Sacrihce, but in other 
reſpects, unlets the Word Sycrifice or Offerins be taken 
not to be an Offering for Sin 53 but more generally, and 
by way of Allegory, as the Prayers and Alms of the 
Saints are call'd Sacrificcs. 

Note. That in the Book of Homilies, #Uiam Porn s Argu- 
ment avain{t Chalk s Sarisfaction for our Sins, 15 eftectuatiy 
anſwercd act large, ( v Vs ) It the Sermon ot Salty 15, ty Fictt 
Part. Where the Objection or Arcument of I .liiam Porn, 
is in Matter and Effect duly and fully anfwered, according 
tt Scripture, viz. That God by his gieat Wiſdom in 54:5 
Myltery of our Redemption, heath fo tempered his Jultics 
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An Anſwer to 


and Mercy together, that he would neither by his Juſtice 
condemn us unto the Everlaſting Captivity of the Devil 
and his Priſon of Hell ; Remedilefs for ever without Mer- 
cy : nor by his Mercy deliver us clearly, without Juſtice or 
Payment of a juſt Ranſom. But with his endleſs Mercy he 
joined his moſt upright and equal Juſtice, &. 

And whereas Geurge Whitchead , in his Reply to W. Burnet 
as above-ciced, blameth him for attributing to the Blood of 
Chriſt that was ſhed upon the Crofs, Firlt, Merit to Salvation, 
Secondly, Work to Santtification. It is evident he owneth it 
to be neither. 

But as he is moſt highly jurious to that precions Blood, 
and to him that gave it for us; ſo he moſt unfairly chargerh 
W. Burnet with faying, God could not ſave, and ſo ſetting up 
that Bloed above God. For W. Burnet's plain Senſe was, as 15 
obvious , (more eſpecially to him that ſhall read his Book), 
That Chriſt as God, witbour being Man as well as God, could 
not ſave us; he having appointed to ſave us, not without, 
but by the Man Chri/# Os, as the Scripture teſtiferh, 
which chargeth no Impertection or Impotency any more 
upon God, than to ſay God cannot lye, nor do any thing 
contrary to his Holy Council and Purpole. 

And it is groſs Ignorance and Errour in George If bitehead, 
to make it a Contradiction in #lliam Burnet to ſay, as he 
chargeth him, p. 8. © Men ought to look to Feſas Chriſt as 
© he was there crucified, wiz. at fery/a/em, or to that Blood 
* that was there ſhed for Juſtification.” And again to ſay, 
* That Chriſt that reltoreth Man's Lofs, is both to be fought 
* and found in Heaven, viz. above the Clouds and Firma- 
* ment. For this is no Contradiction, but a moſt neccflary 
«© and comfortable Truth, as well as that God and Chritt 
* are to be found in our Hearts.” 

Bur it is wonderful Blindneſs and Inconſideratencſs in 
George Whitehead, as well as in many of his ignorant Bre- 
thren, whom he hath been a great Means, by his unſound 
Books, to darken rather than to enlighten ; not to conſider, 
That as God hath appointed divers ſubordinate Cauſes to 
work together in the producing of Natural L!:ects, all con- 
curring in Harmony together wich himſelf, the greateſt and 
\upreme Cauſe above all, who is in all, and through all : 
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So in the Work of our Salvation, Gad hath appointed toge- 
ther with himſelf, divers ſubordinate concurring Cauſes, to 
effe&t and perfet it ; fo as that God himſelf is our Saviour, 
ſo he hath appointed Chriſt, even the Man Chriſt Feſws, to 
be our Saviour together with himſelf; and the Blood, Death, 
and Sufferings of Chriſt, and his moſt Holy and Perfe& O- 
bedience teſtified thereby ; alſo his Reſurre&tion, Aſcenſion, 
and Mediation, without us, as well as the Work of his Spirit 
in us, together with the other much more inferiour, but 
yet uy valuable and profitable, outward, inſtrumental 
Helps and Means, as the Holy Scripture, Preaching, &c. in

POSTSCRIPT. 


Takg notice of 4 late Book publiſked againſt me by Th. Elwood, 
call'd, Truth detended, £7c. ( but whoſe true Name [:onld le 
Falſtood and Hypocrifie weakly detended ) being a pretended 
Anſwer to my two late Books ; the one deteiling the Injuſtice of 
of their Excommunication againſt me, who were a leading Par- 
ty of the Tearly Meeting of them-calld Quakers ; the «ther dertefting 
the unjuſt Proceedings of that Party at the ſaid Tearly Meeting, and 
ivins a Liſt of the wile and groſs Errors of ſome of their ' pour or 
COS. as George Whitchead, William Penn, &c, To the which 
pretended "Anſwer of Th. Elwood abovemention'd, as alſo to ſome of 
the chiefeſt of hu Forgerics and Pretenſions, and groſs Abuſes in ht 
former Book, cal''d, A farther Diſcovery ; it %s probable a due Anſwer 
may be given in due time, But I thought it not proper to med1le witl, 
hu ſaid Book in thy Treatiſe, farther than to ſow briefly in a few 
Lines, two or three ſilly Fupgles which Thomas Elwood ſer.» to cloak 
and excuſe ſome of his guilty Brethren. 

The firſt is in page 108, of hn late Book, cal, Truth defended, 
where to excaſe and Cloak George Whitehead's mnt unſound and ime 
pious Dottrine, ſaying, The Quakers lee no need of directing Men 
to the Type for the Antitype, viz. neither ro the outward Tem- 
ple, nor yer to Feruſalem ; either ro Jeſus Chriſt, or his Blood. He 
alledgeth it ſhould have been printed either tor Feſus Chriſt, or hs 
Blood the Word (to) there next before ( Jelus Chritt ) being through 
miſt the ſet inſtead of (for), which it ſhould have been; and in tc 
Book, he ſaith, which he hath, he finds it hath been ſo amended with 
a Pen, and the former part of the Anſwer ſ1.ews it ſhould hve been 
ſo: But that thu is a dull and ſilly Fuggle, 1 exſie to perceive ; for, fuſt, 
whereas he ſaith the Word (to) was through Mijlake ſet inſtead of (tor), 
Woo hath told lim thx ? If George Whitehead, why did he 1194 Name 
him ? for he was the ory prope: 1'rfon to tell him this, bein; the Aus 
thor of theſe Words; rd coily Ain if the beſt Corrector of by 
own Wards. Secondly, H"» 1711.ed it in the Bock he hath, and 
when was it amend:d ? Thirdly, Hy was not thy Amendinernt made 
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in all the other Books or Copies, as well as that one ? And how w it, that 
after Sixteen Tears the Book hath been in print', we never heard of 
ſuch Amendment till now ? And why was it not put in the Book as an 
Erronr of the Preſs, ſeeing many leſs Errours are uſually correfed ? 
But, Fourthly, Seeing not only' we find the ſame Expreſſion elſewhere 
in that Book, but that it is a principal part of the Deſign of, that 
whole Book,, to take off People from looking to Feſus Chriſt without, as 
be ſuffer'd at Jeruſalem, or to his Blood, as it was ſhed there for Fu- 
Rification, as any will perceive that either ſeriouſly conſiders the Book 
itſelf, or the Paſſages cited out of it, it is manifeſt it was no Miſt «ke or 
Errour of the Preſs. Now that the ſame Expreſſiqn 13 elſewhere in that 
Book, ſee page 61.. where be blames William Burner's Dotrine in theſe 
Wards : Another while People, muſt ſeck their Saviour: above the 
Clouds and Firmament, page 33. contrary to the Righteouſneſs of 
Faith, Rom. 10. 6. Another while, they muſt look to Feruſalem for 
Juſtification to the Blood that was there ſhed, page 24. contrary 
( ſaith be) to Deut. 30. 13, 14. and Rom. 10. Note how he uſeth 
the Ward to here, and in the, ſans ſence as in page 38. And why did 
not Thomas Elwood te/l us that place was alſo mended in . his Book.. 
And, Fiſthly, The Amendment made by him helps nat the Matter, the 
Word to, and for, in this reſpe and caſe having one ſignification : For 
to all true Chriſtian Ears, it is as offenſive to ſay, We aft not ro be 
directed to Feruſalem , the place where Chriſt ſuffer'd, for Jeſus 
Chriſt, or his Blood, as co ay, to Jeſus Chriſt, and his Blood ; for 
all true Chriſtians, by Faith and pious M:ditatians, (though not by the 
Bodily Eye, which was not intended by William Butnet). are direfted to 
look as well for Feſus Chriit ai to him, as be ſuffer d at Jernſalem for 
their Sins, that God might pardon them upon ſincere Repentance, and 
Faith in Civiſtl. And though the Temple at Jeruſalem was a Type of 
Chriſt's Body, yet I no where find either in Scripture, or in any appro- 
ved Author, that Jeruſalem was a Type of Chriſt, Lut it was the place 
whereabout he ſutter'd and where he was ſentenc'd to Die ; which is a- 
weighty Circumſt.mnce, neceſſary to be believ'd by them to whom it is 
preached, viz. That Chriſt ſuffer'd for cur ſins without the Gates of Je- 
ruſalem. And thenzh tre Types are not to be prattiſed, as ſome of the 
People call'4 Quakers, have in their Declarations ſhowed, how ſome of 
the Types pointed at the Spirit's Teachings, and inward Operations 
and in that reſpet direted to the Type for the Antitype, why alſo may 
not, and oug'\t not the like Direttions or Inſtruttions be uſed, to ſhow 
how the Types pointed to Chriſt without, us well as ſome of 'em pointed- 
to the Spirit of Chriſt within, and to his inward Operations. 

A Second dull and ſilly Fuggle of Thomas Elwood, and of George 
Whirehead alſo is, in their excuſing Solomon Eccle's Blaſphemy, in 
ſaying, The Blood: that was fored our of Chriſt's Side by the 
Spear, &c. was no more than the Blood of another Saint ; which 
they bath ſeek to excuſe, (and whoſe Excuſes I have ſhewn to be _—_ .
